A couple of weeks ngo it wag -reported 
that John Orliiiiii, u retired farmer htul 
sold his fnrm eitunled one and one half 
miles Houtli of town to n man who elated 
tbat he wns from DeKalk nnd gave his 
name as" Wm, Heck, and' who agreed to 
pay the turn of SI 00 per acre for the I mid. 
However thin agreement wax only a verbal 
one no money was passed and no papers 
drawn. Dut later development* show that 
the prospective purchaser was a very clever 
trickster and investigation shows that to 
all Intent* and purposes, it is alleged, that 
Grimm had been victimized by one of the 
cleverest and most -carefully planned 
swindles ever executed in Lake County. 
In foct it is claimed that in connection 
-with the deal Deck swindled a .Waukegan 
nuirj said to be Henry Wedge of Porte-i 
street out of £1,000. 

After agreeing to purchase the farm 
' Ueck demanded to he shown an abstract. 
Accordingly the owner went to Wnuke* 
ignn it is slated by one of the* attorneys 
in the case, and ordered an abstract which, 
was soon after delivered to the intended 
purchaser. 

Beck then took the abstract to an attor- 
ney to have it examined nnd report on the 
title. This done it is said the intended 
purchaser culled on Judge fc ['ark or, a 
real estate and loan Arm to procure n loan. 
"I have enough money to make the pur- 
chase," be is alleged to have snid, ''but I 
neod more to make improvements and buy 
stock." 

Then it is Mated, after the abstract wag 
completed and delivered, n deed was pre- 
pared on the following day.' The pretend- 
ed purchaser it is said returned next day 
with this deed properly signed and tnrida 
out by Grimm, nod the matter of the loan 
was closed at once. It is reported that the 
firm secured the loan of 43,000 from .Henry 
Wedge, 

Now it has developed tbat thn signatures 
of thn owners of the farm os attached to 
the deed, the signature of J. C. James, 
Jr., notary public nnd even the impression 
of his seal are nil forgeries, and the inci- 
dent has caused quite a little .sensation in 
the vicinity. 

When Mr. Grimm received an inkling 
of the matter be at once mode, a trip to 
Waukegan to ascertain how matters stood, 
and to bis 'surprise and consternation be 
was shown a list of warranty deeds among 
which was an item showing that he had 
'transferred Ids farm to the alleged Beck 
for 110,000 cash. 

He culled James over the phone to know 
if be bad placed his seal on a warranty 
deed, hut James could remember no such 
action, However it developed that the im- 
pression on the deed and the James seal 
differ only in the rim which is not at all 
alike nnd so the impression too baa been 
pronounced a forgery as It appears on the 
deed. 

-Beck gave various excuses for wishing. a 
loan. One was that he would not take 
possession till March and that lie was go- 
ing to Europe for a rest'. Another was 
that he was fitting hie son out for life and 
wished to initall-blm on the place, 

The third was that he would buy equip- 
ment. 

The warranty ■ deed showing that Beck 
paid Grimm $10,000 for his farm is proper- 
ty on record and was placed there October 
12*, this is possibly the last date that Beck 
has been Been. 

The signature of James, and the impres- 
sion of the seal were pronounced as forger- 
ies as were the signatures .of Grimm and 
bis wife to the deed. This it ts said makes 
the whole thing a ■ forgery, although it 
" would take an ' expert to tell them from 
; tho genuine signatures, The deed is now 
in the hands of -Attorney Wm. 0. Upton. 
Beck was a man between 40 and 46 years 
of age about five feet ten inches tall, of a 
stocky build with n sandy complexion and 
mustache. He had aft tbe appearances of 
•being a farmer., 

Beck's photograph -adorns the. rogues 
gallery in' Chicago and several awards are 
hanging over his head, , The fellow's right 
name U said to be John Butler and he' has 
as many aliases as there are days in the 
I month. So extensive has been "his operations 
[that .the police declare that he has cleaned 
ip 150,000 iu.tbe past eight years; , 



Henry W. Ingalls Passed Away After a 
Long and Painful Illness. 

On Saturday afternoon of 'last week nt 
3:15 o'clock occurred tho death of Henry 
W. Ingalls, n well known and highly 
respected citizen of this town. 

Mis denth came iu n culmination of a 
long nnd pitnful ilium i which lasted over 
a period of many weeks, he having been 
taken ill about the first day of August, an 
abscess in his side being the originnl cnuse 
of his ailment. At times he seemed to be on 
the gain but thnt condition would last only a 
few 'days' at a. time when be' gradually be- 
gin to fait each time growing weaker than 
before, but through nil the twelve weeks of 
his illness he was ever patient nnd cheer- 
ful nnd from the first entertained strong 
hopes of n vain in k bin health. 

His death however was not unexpected 
for at no tlmohitd tbe physiciiuiBinclmrge 
given the family hope for his recovery. 

Ho was born and grew to manhood in 
this town, in fact In the same house* where- 
in his Inst dnys on earth were spent. 

He was tbe youngest of n family of four 
children and was the firsl to pass into the 
great beyond. Ho was known as a good 
citizen, a kind neighbor and n true 
friend. 

Ho held n membership .in 1 the Odd 
Fellows lodge at this pluce 'and was ever 
a, faithful attemlunt nrid /un. energetic 
worker in the seme, rind bis .demise 
hasleft u vacancy nmongJhenir which will 
not soon be filled. 

■ Henry W. Ingalls was born in Antiocb 
on the eleventh day of August in. the year 
of 1857 and passed away nt the same place 
on Saturday November 2, 1007, at the age 
of 50 year* 2 months and 21' days. His 
entire life has been spent in Antiocb and 
his familiar presence will be greatly "missed 
from our numbers. 

He never married but alter the death of 
bis parents many years ago he continued 
to live on at the old home with hU sister 
Surah. 

He leaves to mourn the loss of an only 
brother, his three sisters, Miss Sarah 
Ingrilla nnd Mrs L. M. Uaynes .of this 
pluce nnd Mrs. Warren Williams of Dona- 
phin, iJo„ besides other rein lives at Woo* 
kegua and a large number of friends, 

The funeral services were held ut the 
M.E. church on Monday afternoon at 1:30 
o'clock, Rev. .Win. C. . Ole worth, . nf WU- 
mette. also a member of tbe I. 0. U. F, 
lodge preaching the funeral sermon, .with 
Rev. F. R. McNnmer assisting. The mem- 
bers of the order to which he' belonged 
attended in a body and took charge of the 
services at the grave. The floral offerings 
wero many and beautiful.. nnd showed in a 
small measure the esteem in which' the 
deceased was held by all who knew him. 

Tbe remains wore laid at rest in the 
Antiocb Hillside cemetery.

. Mrs. Hannah Amelia Catting, wife of 
Charles Cot ting, of Red Cloud, Neb, and 
sister of S, Upson of the town of Bristol, 
died at the Upson cottage at Bristol at an 
early hour Sunday morning as a result of 
injuries sustained in a fire which destroy- 
ed the Upson home about two weeks: ago. 
Mrs. Cot ting woe saved from death in the 
burning building by tbe most heroic action 
an tbe part of Mr. Upson and his son. 
The night before the fire Mrs. Cotting had 
come from Nebraska for a visit with her 
brother and other relatives in the town of 
Bristol. She was sleeping. In one of tbe 
upper rooms of the house and in ut tempt- 
ing to reach the stairway was overcome by 
the flames nnd 'smoke. She was carried 
from tbe building in an .unconscious con- 
dition and remained eo for many hours. 
However after* she regained consciousness 
It was thought she would recover. She 
had Inhaled a large amount of the smoke 
and flames and later she contracted pneu- 
monia." 

' <Mrs. Cotting was fifty-one .years of age 
and most of her life had been spent in the 
vicinity of Bristol. She ie survived by 
her husband and three children. The re- 
mains were taken to Red Cloud, Neb., on. 
Tuesday. ,'•>,,'

* Retiring last Sunday night in the best" 
of. health, after supposedly partaking of 
mushrooms with the rest of the family, 
John Mnrtinak of Norlh Chicago, wis 
found dead in bed Monday morning by a 
grandson, his face turned a sickly black. 

By bis Bide lay his aged wife, also death- 
ly ill, and Monday morning Dr. Council 
battled in a supreme Btruggle ngiiinst 
death to revive the woman, washing out 
Iter stomach and taking nil measures to re- 
store her. ' * ' -. . „i^. 

Although there is no certainty about it, 
the tragedy is thought to have followed 
the eating of toadstools in the supposition 
that they were. mushrooms. 

However, the family of Martiriak's son- 
in-law and daughter, ., Mr. and'Mrs,. Joe 
Prikopa; also partook plentifully of tbe 
supposed mushrooms and nonT? suffered. 

Martinak and his wife, both uged about 
GO, reside in rooms above the Prikopas, 
who support them, and when the Prikopas 
had mushrooms for their supper, thought 
to have been gathered by a member of the 
family, tho. Mart innks received their share. 
However, the two families cook separately, 
so tbe Prikopas can not say with certainty 
whether the old folks ate the mushrooms 
furnished or not. 

Monday morning Prikopa, who has been 
working nights at the wire mills, returned 
to be greeted by bis wife with the an- 
nouncement Hint the "old folks;" as they 
call the Martinaka, bad not yet arisen. 

Prikopa sent.bis son, the eldest one, up 
stairs'. Tho boy rapped at the door nnd re- 
ceiving no response,, hursted it in and dis- 
covered the two old people in bed, Mrs. 
Martinak. unconscious and- Mnrtinak dead 
and black in the face. 

Tke'bodyoftbeola man was ^removed 
to the Larson it Conrad morgue, where the 
inquest took place, and Dr. Con net I was 
summoned to attend Mrs. Mnrtinak, for 
whom n bare hope of recovery was held out/ 

Later— The coroner's -jury reodered a 
verdict to th* effect that John Martinak 
come to bis death by being overcome by 
soft coal gas.

Becnuse no steamships leave American 
ports for Russian ports, the nearest of 
which at any rale is possibly Odessa, 
United States Deputy Marshal Wilmot of 
Waukegan bus been chosen to convey back 
to Russia a Chicago Russian Jew. 

Marshal Wil mot will start on his long 
arid record breaking trip this week, nnd 
in addition to the Russian Jew will have 
two Germans, who will, however, be put 
on German vessels at .New York and de- 
ported by their own people. 
. When' seen in regard to tbe matter Mar- 
shal Wilmot had not yet received details 
of his errand and simply staled that he 
knew he was to aid in the deportation of 
the Chicagoans nnd that he would start this 
week. He was unable to give the name of 
the man. , 

The man who U to be deported is, it ap- 
pears, one of Roosevelt's undesirables arid 
will be deported under the United States 
pauper, net, which prohibits tbe entrance 
into this country of pauper undersintbles. 
On leaving Chicago .Marshal Wilmot and 
his charges will at once proceed to Balti- 
more, where they will take ship to Bremen, 
Germany, and thence wilt travel by rail to 
the Russian frontier, which they will cross 
and travel by rail on til their ultimate des- 
tination, Warsaw, Polish Russia, lb reached 
1 There the marshal will deliver hischarge 
tribe Russian authorities and then 'return 
to America. Tbe trip' ^itl take over a 
"month - and by its ■ size and importance 
is shown the esteem in which Mr. Wilmot- 
is held at headquarters in Chicago. 
' Russia has but few seaports open to trade 
on the north, if she has any nt all, , her 
principal seaport being Odessa on the 
Black Sea. To r=nch Odessa by ship 
would necessitate a trip of months for the 
steamship wonlrt ha\o to cross the Atlantic 
to some French seaport, then skirt the 
coast of France and Spain to the 11 ed iter* 
renean, go up through that, go through 
the Bosphorous and finally reach Odessa. 

The ordinary way In which travelers 
reach Russia 1 is, that which the marshal 
will take, through Germany.

She created a sensation in Waukegan 
several months ago and was reported to 
have been an adventuress. Now she reap- 
pears, it is alleged as the woman who lured 
Harvey T. Wells of Kenoshs, absconding 
bank clerk, to disgrace, discovery and 
flight. 

Tbe trail of Kenosha Detectives after 
Harvey T. Wells, alleged absconding Fir*t 
National Bank clerk of that city, may 
eventually lead them to Wnukegan, as it 
is said by some of Wells' former acquaint- 
ances that he is infatuated with a former 
Wnukegan woman now in Chicago. 

The woman is described by Wells' ac- 
quaintances as a blond of the most pro- 
nounced type, generally costumed in a 
striking blue and always wearing large 
pearl pendants.

Wells is 21 years old and had for six 
years been employed at the First National 
Bank in Keoosba as a clerk, drawing more 
than ordinarily large pay and attending 
strictly to business. _ 

About a week ago he disappeared and 
since that time bis nlleged defalcation has 
been uncovered. 

It is claimed by the bank nuthorities 
that be falsified his book* to the extent of 
83.200. but little of which he aot away 
with as it is claimed that be spent it on 
(he Chicago and Waukegan blond as fast 
as he got it. 

He is the Bon of p! Well's of South Park 
avenue, Kenosha. . 

There -is as yet no trace of Wells or of 
the bright haired woman who, 1 it is Baid, 
lured bim to his ruin.

GOOD THING TO LEAVE ALONE. 
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That Other Nearby Buildings Were Not 

Consumed is Due to Heroic Work 

of Volunteer fire Department 



Tuesday morning at I :'tQ o'clock the 
little villuge of Ingleside wns visited by its 
first fire, which proved to be quite disaster- 
ous. 

The fire broke out in the McMah'oa 
building and seemed to originate on tbe 
first floor in a small apartment used as a 
store room. ' Tbe blaze was discovered by 
J H3, U erred and a Mr. Ton von who were 
awakened from their slumber* nt . about 
the same time, by a. bright nnd flashing 
light. They immediately spread the alarm 
and hastened to awaken tbe occupants of 
the doomed building which waB k some- 
what difficult matter as eren then they 
were dazed from the dense smoke which 
filled the sleeping apartments. The cry 
of fire was Boon responded to and people 
ftockd. from every direction. The tele- 
phone was put into active service the oper- 
ator summoning everyone within her reach 
to aid in fighting the flames. 

On account of. the close proximity oE tho 
other buildings it was no easy matter to 
check the progress of the fire, nnd'it was 
only through the heroic efforts of tbe vul- 
unteer bucket brigade which was hastily 
formed that the flames were held in 
check and prevented from wiping out the 
main part of the village. 

The fire had -gained considerable head- 
way when discovered nnd it .was from the 
first apparent that that the 11aui<-s were 
beyond controle, bo attention was turned 
to fighting for the safety of the other near- 
by building and. for a time it .was doubt- 
ful if tbe building owned by Jns. Gerred 
nnd occupied by them as a store nnd a 
dwelling could. be saved- in fact it is badly 
scorched and seemed many times to be on 
the point of bursting into Humes. While 
some were fighting the fire others were 
huay removingtbe furniture, and the stock 
from the store, nnd in removing the fur- 
nitureetc, from the residence of A. Tweed 
nnd preparing to remove the postofijee fix- 
tures ou short notice. 

The building belonged to John McMuhoa 
and was entirely consumed, the loss ba- 
ing partially covered by an insurance. 

The lois is about $8,000 and an inmr- 
an:e to the amount of 83.500 was carried. 

The Hayes family who occupied the up- 
per rooms of the building escaped only 
in their night robes. Nothing was saved 
from tbe burning building. The cause of 
the fire is unknown, but it is supposed to 
hare resulted from a defective lighting 
syBtem.

Tho edible and poisonous varie- 
ties of these fungi are too close to* 
gether In general nnd species for the 
average - youngster to differentiate 
them,' It continues, after many years, 
to be the same old-story: Eat It; If It 
kills you it Is a toadstool: If It 'agrees 
with you It la a mushroom. Some 
years ago the department of agricul- 
ture at Washington Issued an elab- 
orate nnd beautiful set of Illustrations 
of muahrooms and "near" mushrooms, 
labeling ono set "edible" and the other 
"poisonous." The story looked out 
that tho printers got the labels mixed, 
and that the transposition was not 
dlacovoied until the work had been 
sent broadcast. . The officials did some 
tall hustling In an effort to call lu the 
lsBue. A well-known pbyelcUm said 
to uio the other day: "Owing to the 
very groat difficulty In ordinary life 
of detecting the true from the false, 
my mushroom advice, has usually beea

It Is a simple matter to do up 
washablo sofa pillow tops, but one 
hesitated before attempting to clean 
tho tinted ones. 

However, they may be done up bov* 
era! times if tho following method Is 
used: Mnke a suds of tepid, not hot, 
wator, and wash tho cover rapidly by 
squeezing l n tho hands, 

Rinse In tepid water and shako la 
tho air until -partly dry. 

Place face down on a pod, cover 
with a thin, gthooth piece of cotton 
cloth, nnd iron rapidly with a hot Iron 
until perfectly dry. 

If there are no gronee' spots or b tains 
It may bo dry-cleaned by ripping It 
apart, placing it right Bldo up on a 
bonrd, fastening it with thumb screws, 
and rublng tho Burfsce with knead- 
ed rnbbor until tho cover Is perfect- 
ly clean. 

Whon cleaning tho 'embroidery bo 
very careful to move tho rubber in 
tho samo direction as the stitches. 
A flv&cent rubber will be large 
enough.

ONE WAY TO MEND CURTAINS. 

» 

Treatment That Will Make Them Ap- 
pear Like New, 

These cartaina wero of plain net 
with border on one side and bottom, 
and this one pair had broken In holes 
through the border for about a foot 
abovo the, window sill, says a" writer 
In tho Chicago Tribune. J out the 
border off clear .across the bottom, 
carefully following- the curves In tho 
design, then, noticing tho flguro at 
tho edge of the curtain, raised the 
border till it overlapped a correspond- 
ing figure in tho. side border, which. 
In this case, occurred at such a dis- 
tance as to remote all tho worn part 
Then, with curtain still hanging at the 
window to insure proper adjustment, 
fasten border across with pins, remove 
from curtain pole, lay on flat surface, 
and baste carefully. 

Stitch- twice on machine, baying ten* 
filon loose enough not to draw the net, 
and using earn in turning oomers, 
raising the pressor foot often. Re- 
move and cut away the old part un- 
derneath, and press thoroughly. I 
then let down the extra length which 
had been turned over at tho top and 
rehung them and the mending does 
not show at all. My curtains aro like 
new and still bang within three lnchos 
of tho floor.

.bank report in response to call was 
the unusually Btrong reserve, dospito 
the general understanding that money 
Is tlghL In this report tho 24 Btato 
banks ln, A Chlqago mado a magnificent 
showing" Notwithstanding thero la no 
legal requirement in tho Btato bank- 
ing act, and although' the foderal act 
requires the national banks in the 
larger cities (to carry a reserve of 26 
per conL, tho 44 atato banks In Chi- 
cago showed an available resorve of 
approximately $100,000,000, represent- 
ing about 30 per cent of all charac- 
ter of d#oslt In addition the re- 
port shows high grade bonds aggro- 
gating over $70,000,000— a resource ac- 
knowledged tho most readily convert- 
ible because thero dro dally market 
quotations thereon. Sixteen of these 
banks, qualified under tho trust act 
have on doposlt with this department 
about $5,000,000 In high class secur- 
ities.

"Open Sunday" Bill Is Killed. 

Tho "open Sunday" 'bill urged by 
the United Societies of Chlcngo waB 
killed in tho senate.

Senator Ettlcson 
Introduced a bill "providing for the 
electrification of all the railroads ln 
the city of Chicago within threo years.

Bill to Stop Football Prize Fighting. 

A bill to restrain the authorities 
from permitting prlzo fighting In Kan- 
kakee public school b was filed In the 
circuit court thoro by Stephen It. 
Moore, dean of the county bar. Attor- 
ney Moore filed his bill after ho had' 
watched the high school football' team 
ploy ono or two matches. He failed 
to seo any difference between tho 
gridiron game, as tho boys played It 
and prlzo fighting, except that possi- 
bly It was rougher and. moro danger- 
ous to life and limb. To Attorney 
Moore's vision tho high | sqhool grid* 
iron is simply an enlarged prlio ring 
ln which two sets of youths pommel 
one another till ono'sldo Is so maulodf 
and disabled that, the other is declared 
winner. And sluco prize fighting la 
Illegal Mr. Moore falls to boo why, 
the subtorfugo under which It Is car- 
ried on should bo permitted. The bill 
for on Injunction is directed against 
L, W. Smith, principal of tho high 
Bchool, and F, N, Tracy, superinten- 
dent of city Bchools. It It apeclflcrjly 
designated "a bill for an Injunction to 
restrain prlzo fighting ln tho public 
schools." Attorney Moore carefully 
ignores tho polite term "football." 
What he objects to la the encourage- 
ment given by tho school authorities 
to prize fighting. Ho points but ioj 
his bill that tho purpose of the board! 
of education la to provide a common 
school education for persons between 
tho ages of 5 and 21 years, and that 
no authority has beoa conferred upon 
tho board or on any teacher or prin- 
cipal to train the pupils as prize 
fighters. Tho bill declares that *T*J 
W. Smith, employed by tho board ofj 
education In tho capacity of principal 
of tho high school, has organized a 
team out of tho school that travels 
from placo to place in the state ofj 
Illinois and engages In contests oil 
prlzo fighting with, scholars of other' 
Bcbools." Principal Smith and Super, 
intendent Tracy, tho bill charges, at- 
tempted to hide the fact that the 
pupils nre prlzo lighters by calling 
their contests "football." • That, 
clares Attorney Mooro, "1b simply i 
terfugo. In oil its purposes and" 
fects it Is purely a contest of brute 
strength, and force, and fighting." la 
support of his plea to the court to re- 
strain this prize fighting Attorney 
Mooro calls attention to the fact thati 
since October 1 thero have been eight; 
fatalities and many serious Injuries 
havo been received by participants In 
tho game.

The biological laboratory of the Depart* 
ment ol Agriculture is urenurimr to hurl a 
bombshell into the American home. This 
will be intelligence thai the cat is one ol 
the greatest carriers of diiease; that it is 
responsible for the spread of tuberculoid?, 
scarlet fever, small-pox and diphtheria, 
especially among children. Until com- 
paratively recently, 1882, tuberculosis has 
teen looked upon n> absolutely fatal, but 
science has ably demonstrated that it is a 
germ disease and cur,ible in any climate, 
and under conditions!' of poverty as well as 
of wealth, and rwsoei aliens to en list* the 
public in its prevention have come into 
existence throughout the country. To 
educate the mosses as to the renl nature 
and curability of this disease, and to 
awaken them to thnirown responsibility in 
the premises is the problem which the 
hiulili departments of the nution, the state 
and municipality have to solve in their 
great work of eradicating tuberculosis. 



Some Southern papers have charged that

The provision referred 
to is th a t for I iid dine the importation of 
immigrants under contract to perform labor 
or under promise of employment. The 
Attorney General holds that this inhibition 
applies to the Slates as well as to an indi- 
vidual or a corporation.

FERENCE AT WASHINGTON. 



BONILLA FOR HONDURAS 



Four Other Republics Alio Will Be 
Represented by Their Leading 
Statesmen, Lawyer* and Po- 
litical Writers. 



Washington. — The Contral Amor- 
lea it ucaco conference which will 
convene in Washington, probably on 
November II, will draw to this city 
as delegates the leading statesmen 
and professional men at Costa Rica, 
Guatemala, Honduras, Nicaragua find 
Salvador, ns woll as tho ministers ac- 
credited to the United Stales frum 
those countries. These men will as- 
semble here . to represent the hopes 
entertained In the various republics 
that the conference may effectually 
end wars between themselves and rev- 
olution.* within their borders. 

In addition to their regularly accred- 
ited ministers to tho United States, 
Guatemala, Honduras and Salvador 
have sent two delegates each, while 
Costa Rica and Nicaragua have sent 
but one. 

Honduras Sends Bonllla. 

Probably the most ptcturesn.ua fig- 
ure who will bo seen at the confer- 
ence la Senor Pollcarpo Donllln, a 
former president of Honduras, and 
now the recognized leader of the lib- 
eral parly in that country. He U said 
to be a lawyer of great learning and 
ability. He will have as his col- 
league Scnor E. Constantino Flallos, 
C. E„ now secretary for foreign af- 
fairs, and an authority In political sci- 
ence. He began his political career 
as secretary of the Honduran delega- 
tion to the first pan* American confer- 
ence. 

The chairman of the Costa Rlcan 
delegation, Senor Lula Anderson, is 
the youngest member in the cabinet of 
President Gonzales Vlquez, holding 
the portfolio of foreign relations and 
public education. He Is one of the 
prominent lawyers of his country. 
Noted Men from Guatemala. 
j Guatemala has sent as chairman of 
Its delegation Dr. Antlono Batres-Jnu- 
regul, a prominent lawyer, whoso 
services have been most important to 
his country. He is dean of the Gua- 
temalan diplomatic corps and has 
been chief justice of the supremo court 
or Guatemala, member of the council 
of stnte, member of congress, chair- 
man of the Guatemalan delegation to 
the third pan-American conference, 
and Is recognized as one of the best- 
known writers of Latin-America. Vic- 
tor Sanchez-Ocana, who accompanies 
JDr. Uatres, is a distinguished member 
of the- Guatemalan bar and prominent 
tn stato affairs. He was director of 
the national college and postmaster 
general or Guatemala for a long term, 
and has lately represented his country 
In a diplomatic capacity, , 
» Other Brilliant Delegates, 

The chairman of the Nlcarngnan 
delegation will be Dr. Jose Madriz. 
'He is an able lawyer and a public 
■writer of renown. Hfs political ca- 
reer has been varied, he having held 
offices of great trust, among others 
ithnt of secretary for foreign afTalrs. 

Salvador will have as chairman of 
jits delegation Dr. Salvador Gal legos, 
jwho represented his country in Costa 
Ttlca at the time of the negotiation of 
the San Jose treaty in 19QG. He has 
find a long and brilliant political ca- 
reer, having been for many years sec- 
retary for foreign affairs. He 
will bo accompanied by Dr. Salvndor 
Rodriguez, a lawyer, public writer 
and an accomplished orator, who rep- 
resented his country In the San Jose 
conference and the negotiation or the 
treaty of 190G. 



HELD FO R LETTER THEFTS 

INFORMATION IS STOLEN FROM 
DISTRICT ATTORNEY SIMS. 



Miss McLean, His Stenographer, and 

A. B. Gordee, Charged with 

Conspiracy. 

Chicago.— Peeping through n. Bky- 
llght just above her desk, a federal 
secret service operative saw Miss 
Etta h. McLean, trusted stenographer, 
secrete In her stocking the fltolen copy 
of a letter from United States District 
Attorney Slras to Attorney General 
Uonnpnrte. 

Miss McLean a little tntor, hnving 
been arrested, produced tho letter from 
the self-samo receptacle, while In tho 
office of lior employer, Mr. Sims. 

At the snme time sho confessed to 
having stolen another letter written 
to the attorney general several weeks 
ago. Doth communications related to 
tho John R. Walsh brink case. Miss 
McLean, in her tearful confession, Im- 
plicated ns her accomplice Alexander 
D. Gordee, with whom sho has been 
living. 

Prom the f»ecrct service detective 
who witnessed the stocking episode It 
wns learned thnt Gordee hod gone to 
Mr. Walsh's office In tho Grand Con- 
tra! railway depot and, presumably, 
tried to negotiate for the snlo of the 
first letter. 

Alt this was brought out Friday af- 
ternoon at the hearing, of Miss Mc- 
Lean and Gordee bororo United Stales 
Commissioner Mark A, Fcote. They 
had been arrested by government offi- 
cers on tho provlous evening. At the 
conclusion of the preliminary inquiry 
the two were sent to the county jail in 
default of $5,009 bonds. 

The charge against the couple is 
conspiracy to steal and also against 
tho woman the actual tbeft of the 
letters. Par the conspiracy charge tho 
penalty may be two years In tho peni- 
tentiary nnd for the second charge 
the penalty may be Ave years, with 
the addition of a (10,001) fine In either 
charge.

Des Moines, la,— Frank Crocker, 
cashier of the First National Savings 
bank, of Chariton, committed suicide 
early Thursday. His daughter found 
him dead in bed. He bad taken mor- 
phine. 

The bank Is believed to be in good 
shape. 

Worry over losses sustained In al- 
leged use ot Modern Woodmen funds 
is believed to be tho cause. Crocker 
left a note snylng: 

"I can't bear this strain any 
longer." 

Cracker was once grand treasurer 
of the Modern Woodmen of America, 
and held a national office in that order 
at the time of his death. 

Charlton Is a town of 5.000 Inhabi- 
tants, 100 miles from Dos Moines. 

National Bank Examiner H. M. Bost- 
wick is In charge or the bank. Crock- 
er, before killing himself, addressed a 
nolo to Mr. Bostwick, whose visit was 
expected. This noto explained briefly 
thnt the bank was overloancd and re- 
quested tho examiner to tako Immedi- 
ate charge. Tho bank has a capital 
stock of $50,000, a surplus of $50,000, 
and carried about 5900,000 In deposfts, 

The other bankB of Charlton are 
entirely unaffected by the closing of 
the First National. Tho Bank of Rus- 
sell, a private Institution of Russell, 
la., of which Crocker was president, 
also closed Its doors temporarily.

Marietta, O. — John Sweeney, a mar- 
ried man, 35 ycar3 old, narrowly es- 
caped being lynched by a mob for a 
dastardly assault on Annn ICoon, a 11- 
year-old girl, Sunday afternoon. 

Sweeney," who is tho father of five 
children, was caught with the child In 
one of tho buildings of the fair 
grounds, which Is situated in the re»P 
denco district, where a crowd quickly 
collected, and binding him with a rope, 
started for the Muskingum river, bent 
oh throwing him In. The police ar- 
rived In time to rescue him and fought 
the crowd back to the police station. 



Chicago.— E. H. Slover, sheriff ol 
Coles county, came to Chicago 
Wednesday and arrested Judge Peter 
S. Grosscup ot the United States cir- 
cuit court on a charge of manslaugh- 
ter, contained In Indictments returned 
at Charleston, III., as a result of the 
fatal wreck last summer on the 
Clmrleston-Mattoon fnterurban line, of 
which Judge Grosscup Is a director. 
Simultaneously warrants were 
served on FrancU S. Pcabody, presi- 
dent of the Pcabody Coal company; 
Marshall E. Sarapscll, receiver for the 
Union Traction company, and Arthur 
W. Underwood, all directors In tho in- 
terurhan company and Indicted on the 
snme chnrge* Each gave bonds 
amounting to $5,000. 



New OrlQRtw, La. — The firm reply of 
Lieut Gov. J. Y. Sanders Sunday to 
what has been universally accepted as 
a challenge for a duel by Donclson 
Caffcrey, son of tho late United States 
Senator Donelson Caffcrey, has cre- 
sted a dramatic political situation tn 
Louisiana. 

Another matter, entirely foreign to 
the personal combat, Increases the 
teaslon. Tho practically rival procla- 
mations of tho lieutenant governor 
and of Gov. Blanchard of tho coming 
extra session of the legislature were 
brought faco to face by tho governor's 
-arrival here Sunday from tho cast. 

Early Sunday morning, in close con- 
formity to the code of honor, Mr. 
Sanders Issued a written reply to the 
statements of Mr. Caffcrey. This 
statement declared that the lieutenant 
governor holds himself personally re- 
sponsible for the utterances which 
caused the trouble, and adds: 

"I am prepared to meet that re- 
sponsibility, and Mr. Caffcrey knows 
where to find mo." 

Preceding this statement, two rep- 
resentatives of each man In the dis- 
pute had held conferences and Mr. 
Sanders' friends had declared firmly 
they would not accept a challenge in 
accordance with the duelling code be- 
cause the lieutenant governor could 
not violate (he statute Jaw making 
duelling a crime. 

Next followed the "posting" ot sev- 
eral sections of the state by Mr, Caf- 
fcrey with hand bills stating that sat- 
isfaction had been refused him by Mr. 
Sanders. These hand bills declared 
that tho nontenant governor had 
called some of Mr. Cnflcrey's state- 
ments untrue. 

Tho discretion of both the lieuten- 
ant governor and Mr. Caffcrey is re- 
lied on to prevent a personal encoun- 
ter. There are fears, however, that 
frlonds of tho disputants may be 
drawn Into a serious quarrel, 
j Gov, Blanchard, before leaving the 
cast, announced thnt ho would prob- 
ably annul Mr. Sanders' proclamation 
which placed corporation control be- 
fore the extra session of the legisla- 
ture.

The days will bo spent by tho em- 
peror and ktng and tho other guests 
In hunting In Windsor Great Park, but 
tho royal visitors will have to spare 
one day from sport to pay a visit of 
state to the city of London and bo 
entertained by tho lord mayor at 
luncheon.
